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They may have called their debut ‘Sun Structures/ but 
buzzy psych-rock outfit Temples prefers the darkness

The first time Temples visited Chicago, in 
November, the city’s red-meat-and-potatoes 
reputation made the British psych-rock crew 
a bit anxious. 

“We thought it would be really hard to find 
food without meat in it,” singer/guitarist/veg- 
etarian James Bagshaw said. “I don’t know 
why we thought that. There was actually re- 
ally great vegan and vegetarian food.” 

It’s a good thing, too. Between Temples’ 
April 26 concert at Lincoln Hall and their 
scheduled appearance at this summer’s Lol- 
lapalooza, the band, which has been cham- 
pioned by everyone from Noel Gallagher to 
ex-Smiths guitarist Johnny Marr since releas- 
ing their debut full-length “Sun Structures” 
earlier this year, will be spending a fair amount 
of time in our city 

Reached on the road in early April, Bagshaw 
eagerly discussed his fondness for the music 
of the 1960s— but ask the 27-year-old singer 
about “Game of Thrones” and the conversa- 
tion will die a swift, Ned Stark-like death. 

You guys strike me as fans of the nighttime, 
so I’m guessing it’ll feel odd playing in the 
sun at Lollapalooza. 

Yeah, playing shows in daylight is a funny 
one. When you’re at a festival and there are 
so many things going on and so many bands 
to see, you kind of forget about that. But 
we’d much rather play when it’s night, or at 
least when the sun is setting. For sure we’ll 
{be} playing in the baking heat in the after- 
noon come Lollapalooza. 

That has to be rough since you all have fair 
complexions. 

{Laughs.} We’ll have to crack the 50 SPF 
suntan lotion. 

So “Keep in the Dark” isn’t just a song title 


then. It’s almost a way of life. 

I think so, yeah. You have to look after your 
skin, haven’t you? There’s no such thing as a 
healthy tan. 

You’ve previously mentioned a fondness for 
artists like the Byrds and T. Rex. What is it 
about that era that really speaks to you? 

The way it comes across is like no other kind 
of era of music. I think it’s got a rawness to 
it and an atmosphere around it in the way 
it’s recorded. It’s hard to put it into words. 
Those bands just connect with me, and all of 
us, really 

Do you ever get the sense you were born in 
the wrong decade? 

No, ’cause I think we’d view music in a differ- 
ent way if we had been. If we were around in 
the ’60s, that music wouldn’t be as inspir- 
ing to us. There’s nothing worse than being 
inspired by another thing that’s already going 
on because you’re just a part of that rush. If 
we were around {then}, I probably wouldn’t 
have played a 12-string because {The Byrds’} 
Roger McGuinn and {The Beatles’} George 
Harrison and loads of other people were 
already playing them. I’d want to try and go 
against that. 

With psychedelic music there’s always that 
question about the influence of drugs. Do 
they play any role in that creative process 
for you? 

I couldn’t possibly say, really Yes and no and 
also maybe. When it comes down to record- 
ing, you need to have a clear head. I think 
it’s important to be able to think with your 
own mind because otherwise you’re watering 
down your real outlook. 

You’ve received praise from Noel Gallagher 
and Johnny Marr, but I was more intrigued

Chicago native Allison Semmes is a classical 
singer by training— she has a bachelor’s de- 
gree in opera from the University of Illinois 
at Urb ana- Champaign— but she grew up with 
Motown in the house. “That was the popular 
music of [my parents’] time,” she said. “That 
was like their Beyonce.” 

Now, Semmes, who grew up in Hyde Park, 
returns to Chicago to star as Diana Ross in the 
national tour of “Motown the Musical,” which 
kicks off with a three-month run at the Orien- 
tal Theatre. Based on Motown founder Berry 
Gord/s autobiography the production— 
which celebrated its one-year anniversary on 
Broadway on Monday— explores the romance 
between Gordy and Ross through the rise of 
the hugely influential Detroit record label that 
launched the careers of Smokey Robinson, 
Michael Jackson, Stevie Wonder, Marvin Gaye 
and, of course, Ross. More than 50 iconic songs 
from the label are featured. 

In the Broadway production, Semmes 
originated the role of The Supremes’ backup 
singer Florence Ballard after having worked 
as an understudy and swing in “The Book of 
Mormon” and touring with “The Color Pur- 
ple.” We called her to find out more. 

Music is in her blood: When my mother was 
growing up, her father pressed records. She 
said that her parents would invite musicians 
over to play in their basement where they 
had, like, a bar. So just from that, it trickled 
down ... and I kept it going. 

Her own favorite Motown artists: I love The 
Temptations; I’m just a sucker for harmony 
And then, oh my God, the choreography was 
so smooth and— for lack of a better word—

tempting. [Laughs.] And of course, Diana 
Ross. She had such a presence and style and 
sass about her. 

Her costumes: Those gowns are amazing! ... 
You carry yourself differently when you have 
such stunning clothes on. I love that we go 
through the ’80s, so you get the best of each 
decade. 

Her biggest challenge playing a living 
legend: I was a little nervous about whether 
people would say, “Oh, she doesn’t look like 
Diana Ross.” But at the same time, that’s not 
the point. It’s not impersonation, but it’s mo- 
reso capturing that spirit and the essence of 
the character. So I go back to the things that 
I worked on in rehearsal that bring out her 
essence as opposed to being a spitting image. 
’Cause there’s only one Diana Ross. 

Where she likes to go now that she’s back 
in town: When it’s warm out, I head straight 
to the lake— Promontory Point and just 
anywhere on the lakeside. I like to check out 
the MCA during the summer when they have 
jazz. I also like the Blues Festival and [I’ll go] 
wherever they have live music— my parents 
are Lyric Opera subscription holders, so 
every now and then, they’ll surprise me and 
take me to the opera.

Minister in the middle 



There’s at least one 
indisputable truth in 
“Heaven is for Real,” 
stated by Reverend 
Todd Burpo (Greg 
Kinnear): “What we 
believe changes what 
we perceive.” 

Of course it does. It’s the reason some will 
see that the film is based on a true story and 
interpret that as the true story of a little boy 
who saw heaven and returned to tell about it, 
and others will see it as the story of a boy who 
said he did. Regardless, it’s a movie that toys 
with ideas only to cast them aside and let feel- 
ings stand in their place. 

A husband and father of two who somehow 
finds time to be a volunteer firefighter, wres- 
tling coach and owner of a garage door service 
and repair company Todd is stumped when 
his four-year-old son Colton (Connor Corum) 
begins telling unusual stories after surviving 
a ruptured appendix. The kid says he had an 
out-of-body experience and witnessed his 
mom (Kelly Reilly of “Flight”) asking towns-

people to pray and dad “yelling at God,” which 
he was, in the inevitable “Don’t you take my 
son!” scene. More notably Colton says that he 
went to heaven, where he sat on Jesus’ lap and 
the angels laughed when the boy asked if they 
could sing Queen’s “We Will Rock You.” 

Thankfully the angels make no ultra- 
conservative statements about the band’s 
singer, the late Freddie Mercury or his spot in 
heaven. 

For a while, “Heaven is for Real” surprises: 

It threatens to take a faith-based story (note 
the pre-Good Friday release date) and suggest 
that believers may backpedal when faced with 
a spiritual challenge. It’s only a tease; the film 
never requires Todd — or anyone else — to 
make a tough decision. The church board 
(including Thomas Haden Church and Margo 
Martindale) ponders replacing him, but not 
urgently Todd owes mega-bucks but never 


considers profiting from his son’s story The 
Reverend mostly brushes aside the question 
of how confirming heaven’s existence may 
impact how people live. 

So “Heaven is for Real” fumbles for 
um-when-in-doubt-just-believe answers 
instead of following through on the hard ques- 
tions. Puzzling on a lower level are the bizarre 
filmographies of co-writer Chris Parker (who 


wrote “Vampire in Brooklyn,” straight-to- 
video “Mulan II” and dance-related bomb 
“Battle of the Year”) and director/co-writer 
Randall Wallace (“The Man in the Iron Mask,” 
“We Were Soldiers,” “Secretariat”). They’ve 
now collaborated to depict a conventional 
version of heaven and perhaps the first movie 
to take place in Nebraska and Lithuania and 
absolutely nowhere in between.
